Senator Talbot on Location of the. Agricultural 
College 


Senator Talbot has addressed the following letter to the different 
members of the’Provincial Legislature, upon the subject of the Agricul- 
tural College: ( 

The people of the cities of Strathcona and Edmonton, the pro- 
fessors in the university, the university senate and at least some of the 
members of the executive council of the legislature seem determined 
that our proposed agricultural college shall be placed at Strathcofta and 
under the same mangement as the university proper. 

In my opinion such a step would be the severest blow that the 
agricultural interests of this province could possibly receive. 

As a practical farmer, and’ one who has devoted a good deal of 
time to educational matters as well, I desire to draw attention of the 
members of the legislature and the agricultural public to some very in- 
teresting facts, so that before any money is voted for this object we may 
all be in position to consider.the question on its merits. 

Fact 1. The most successful agricultural college on the North 
American continent today is the Ontario Agricultural college at Guelph 
and is a separate institution. It is located about tifty miles from the 
nearest university and is not at all connected with the university except 
for examination purposes and the conferring of degrees. 

“Fact 2. During last winter the professors of the Alberta Univer- 
sity gave addresses in different places and tried to-create a sentiment in 


favor of having the two institutions combined. For this purpose tl ty 


|} cited instances where the agricultural college was saidto be united with 


the university and was a success, One instance given by them 
was the state of Californin. Now, I would not ‘like to say that in this 
case the facts were purposely misrepresented. But I do say that those 
who made the statement did not take the trouble to fcquaint themselves 
with the true facts. It is quite true that i in the ftute of California the 
‘agricuitural college was connected with the University at one time. But 
the union was not a happy one. “Lhe agricultural college was a failure 
So apparent was the fatluréand the cause thergot that diving the ses- 
sions . of 1905 and 1906 the legislature. of the state of ( ‘alifornia voted no 
less a sum than $292,000 to separate the instituflong They were separ- 
ated and the agricultural college was remoyed vixty miles from Berkeley 
the seat of the state university. / 

Fact 8. Another institution that has done the same as California 
is the agricultural college at Cornell university, Fotmerly this was one 
of the colleges of the university, but it has recently ata very great ¢x- 
pense been separated from the university and made an {ndependent 
formerly dean of the agricultural college. sch 

Pact 4. The agricultural college of Minnesota has been cited as 
an instance of secess resulting from the union of the agricultural college 
and university, they were in reality distinct institutions and are several 
miles apart. 

Fact 5. The case of the Wisconsin agricultural college is also 
cited ag an instance of a successful agricultural college ‘united ‘with the 
atrte yniversity: . It is true the institutions are united and it is true that 
the agricultural college is a success. We do not have to look far for the 
cause of the success. Here the agricultural interests and the agricul- 
tural men are the biggest things about the institution. Such agricultural 
men as Babcock, Russell and Henry have made Wisconsin what she is. 

Fact 6, Sir William McDonald of Montreal jas donated tnillions 
of dollars to McGill university. The department of chemistry, physics, 
etc., ete., and* that instituation owes much to his generosity.. Experience 


however, taught him that though he was spending enormous sums of 


money, he was not reaching the sons and daughters of the farmers as he 
would like and we find him establishing the college at St. Ann de 
Bellevue. 

If Sir William McDonald and Professor Robertson thought they 
could benefit the farmers of Ontario and Quebee bydoing.so they. -would 
have started their colloge at Montreal and affillated it with the McGill 
university. But they did not do so, -The college'ef8t Ann de Belle- 
vue is not connected with any university except for: ‘examination pur- 
poses and is out in the country. ‘ 

Any practical man who will take the time to Seundder the matter 
can casily find the causes of the genera} fajlure of  agpealtata) 2 colleges 
that are closely affiliated in large cities, 

A course at such a college has a tendency to drive our sons and 
daughters from the farm, Few young men or young women can spend 
three or four-years of a véry impressionable time of their lives ina large 
city and then contentedly go back to the farm. There is a tendency al- 
ready for our young men and women to go to the eity. If you.think as 
1 do, that a rural lifois best, physically, mentallywnd’ morally, we 


j#houd! discourage, rather than encourage, the nrovement. 


When the agricultural college is under the same management as 
the university and along with it, we deprive all but.a rare few of the 
sons of farmers of the benefits of a course at the college, - 

If the. institutions are together the matriculation or examinations 
for entrance must be nearly similar, 
tion examination most pupils will haye to spend about two years at a

In some 
persons eggs always act as poisons, 
while in others the toxic influence 
may be marked at one time and at 
auother much diminished or entirely 
wanting, especially when the subject 
is in sound condition. 

The susceptibility may be observed 
ia eggs of every degree of freshness 
and in some cases only with eggs of 
certain birds. - Changes in eggs may 
be brought about by methods of cookk- 
ing. for, while some persons manifest 
their susceptibility only when the exg 
is ruw, others are poisoned when it is 
ccoked or prepared in some unusual 
and unaccustomed manner. | 

In most of the reported: cases the 
white of the eee appears to have been 
the offending elenent. The symptoms 
of egg poisoning differ greatly in de. 
gree In some cases only nausea amd 
headache occur. In others the most 
violent symptoms, suggestive of iri 
tant poisoning, are observed. 

Sometimes when the use of eggs is | 
long continued they give rise to he | 
symptom group which we call biliows- 
ness, which, after all, is but a fomm 
of auto-intoxication, due possibly to. 
the présence of some alkaloid in the 
blood. The symptoms of egg poison- 
ing are essentially those of so-called 
ptomaine aang 8 | 

It is true that the eggs giving rise 
to toxic. phenomena ure in most im- 
stances apparently fresh when eaten, 
but when we recall that the porous 
shell of the egg will admit the miso 
organisins that cause the egg to rat, 
as well ag various strong odor, it is 
easy to comprehend that an egg may 
appear fresh and yet contain bacteria 
that in susceptible persons and in «er- 
tain conditions of digestion miy pra 
duce changes which may cause toxic
